Some people collect 
stamps in their free time. 
Others build model ships. 
Some people paint, read or 
watch TV. 

Mike Holderfield uses his 
free time to lob colorful ex- 
plosives in the air. 

For the past five years, 
Holderfield, age 63, has put 
together the fireworks 
shows for Elba’s Let Free- 
dom Ring celebrations. He 
said he has been interested 
in fireworks since he was a 
kid but only recently began 
to take it seriously. 

“At the house on Fourth 
of July, I would try and do a 
little fireworks here and 
there, but I was just kind of 
disappointed in the out- 
come,” Holderfield said. 
“So, around 2011, I joined a 
group called Deep South 


Pyrotechnics.” 
This was the first of many 
t ffect i 


Holderfield ‘lights up’ 


online and in-person groups 
that Holderfield has joined 
that are dedicated to helping 
amateur pyrotechnicians. 

“Tt was a lot of guys, a 
few women, and we all got 
together in the interest of 
pursuing better shows,” he 
said. “We did group shoots 
so we could all provide pro- 
duct; we could do a big 
shoot without it breaking us 
all.” 

It was in groups like this 
that Holderfield learned the 
details of putting together a 
big fireworks show. He 
bought an electronic firing 
system and began to plan 
his shows in the way that a 
director stages a play. 

“Tt’s kind of a pyro-musi- 
cal,” he said. “You want to 
kind of let things lull and 
then hit them with a hard 
one. You try to choreograph 
and put a show together.” 

Then, when Holderfield 
attended his 40th high

school reunion, he offered 
to do a show for his former 
Elba High School class- 
mates. From there, he said 
he got a call asking if he 
would do the fireworks 
shows for Elba’s Fourth of 
July celebrations. 

“T started looking at it and 
said, ‘Well, it’s my home- 
town. Fireworks are pretty 
pricey, and they can’t really 
afford this,” Holderfield 
said. “So, I kind of gave 
them a figure that I thought 
they could afford which 
helped pay for the stuff, it 
didn’t cover it, but I decided 
that the rest of it would be 
my contribution to the 
town.” 

Giving back is a big 
theme in Holderfield’s py- 
rotechnic hobby. His two 
biggest shows are the one in 
Elba and one for New 
Brockton high school’s

Elba City Council approves ordinance for salary 
increases for mayor and councilmember positions

The Elba City Council 
adopted an ordinance Mon- 
day night, July 8, which will 
set the mayor’s and council- 
members’ salary for the next 


Currently, the mayor re- 


ceives $14,400 annually and 
councilmembers receive 
$3,600 annually. 


Beginning in November 
2020, the mayor’s salary 
will be $20,000 annually, 
and councilmembers’ will 
be paid $4,800 annually. 
These pay raises track with 
inflation rates since 1996, 
the year that the current sal- 
aries were set, according to 
Mayor Mickey Murdock. 

The ordinance [read in 
entirety on Page 6 in public 
notices section] also said the 
mayor’s and  council- 
members’ salaries will in- 
crease based on the amount 
of training they receive to 
become a Certified Munici- 
pal Officer. The mayor 
could make a total of 
$23,600, and  council- 
members could make a total 
of $6,000 if they go to the 
maximum amount of train- 
ing. ‘ 
According to Murdock, 
these potential raises for the 
city’s elected officials are to 
encourage them to take their 
position seriously. 

“We’ve got to raise the 
expectations of what the 
elected leaders do,” Mur- 
dock said. “They need to be 
managers, not just the pop- 
ular people.” 

This ordinance was tabled 
at the Council’s meeting 
two weeks ago because of 
concerns about reimbursing 
elected officials for the 


price of the training classes. 

Also during Monday 
night’s Elba Council meet- 
ing, Police Chief Leslie 
Hussey told council 
members that the police de- 
partment did not have any 
further information about 
the broken windows at the 
Rabbit Hole, a downtown 
restaurant located on Fac- 
tory Street. 

The damage to the front 
door of the building was re- 
ported Monday morning 
shortly after 8 a.m. It ap- 
peared something had been 
thrown through the stained- 
glass window of the front 
door causing the property 
damage. This incident is 
under investigation. 

Ed Kelley, grandmaster 
of the Elba Masonic Lodge, 


was given temporary per- 
mission by the council to 
begin working on a historic 
marker for the site of the 
first Masonic Lodge in 
Elba. The first lodge was lo- 
cated behind the old jail, 

~where the community giv- 
ing garden is now. 

This temporary permis- 
sion is the first of many 
steps that the lodge will 
have to take to erect a histo- 
ric marker. After this, the 
local Masons will have to 
receive permission from the 
Alabama Historical Associ- 
ation and get final permis- 
sion from the city once the 
wording and placement 
have been finalized. 

The Elba City Council 
will next meet Monday, July 
22, at 5:30 p.m.

Rhodes, age 40, of DeF- 
uniak Springs, Fla., was ar- 
rested and charged with 
forgery — third degree and 
theft of property — third de- 
gree. He was placed in the 
Coffee County Jail. 

As the investigation con- 
tinues, the agencies in- 
volved expect additional 
charges could filed, accord- 
ing to Chief Whitworth.

a deputy noticed a woman, 
Corie Alexander Lamb, age 
31, of Elba, walking along 
the roadside of County 
Road 422 early Friday 
morning. He said the deputy 
stopped to see if he could 
assist Lamb, and she said 
she was walking to her 
grandmother’s house. 
Allegedly, after the 
grandmother refused to let 


Lamb stay at her house, 


Lamb asked the deputy if he 
could transport her to a res- 
idence on County 


said the deputy was 
attempting to see if 
anyone was at that 
residence, when 
Lamb allegedly 
crawled from the 
back seat to the front 
of the deputy’s ve- 
hicle [through a vent 
hole], and she drove away 
on the vehicle. 


A short time later, dep- 
uties found the vehicle and 
Lamb at a gas station on the 
U.S. Highway 84 bypass in 
Elba where Whitworth said 
she was arrested and 
charged with theft of prop- 
erty — first degree.

Coffee County Commissioners approve 
matters dealing with Ben E Keith project

The recently announced 
Ben E. Keith project in Cof- 
fee County [near New 
Brockton] received a bit of 
attention Monday morning, 


July 8, during the Coffee 
County Commission meet- 
ing. 

The project had pre- 
viously been referred to as 
“Project X” during commis- 
sion meetings when matters 
were discussed regarding it 
leading up to and before the 
official project announce- 
ment as the end of June. 

County administrator Rod 
Morgan said there needed to 
be a revision to the existing 
project agreement with Ben 
E. Keith to provide for ac- 
cess off of County Road 516 
for the project regarding ac- 
quisition of additional land. 
Some of that land, accord- 
ing to Morgan, could be do- 
nated land provided Ben E. 
Keith meets certain criteria. 
He said the donation of 
land, if applicable, would be 
funded through Covington 
Electric Cooperative. 

Commissioners also ap- 
proved abatements regard- 
ing the Ben E. Keith project 
during Monday’s meeting. 
They voted to approve a 100 
percent abatement of sales 
and use tax during the con- 
struction phase of the proj- 


_ ect, and after that, a 50 


tt abatement of ad va- 
lorem [abatable noneduca- 
tional taxes] taxes for 20 
years. : 
Commissioners approved 
a request to appoint Mary 
Katherine Head to fill the 
remainder of a term on the 
E911 board for Elba being 
vacated by William Wor- 
thington. This board ap- 
pointment is good through 
July 2022, according to 
Dean Blair, E911 chairman.

Last Thursday morning (July 4th) an e-mail popped 
in with a recipe for, and directions on how to make, 
homemade ice cream. Man did that sound delicious 
and the mental pictures of dipping into a huge dish of 
fresh ice cream still spin around in our head! We ac- 
cepted, without missing a beat, that today’s social de- 
mands call for low fat (or skim) milk in everything 
and not the heavy cream raw milk that our Jersey 
cows furnished during that bygone era, but the very 
last line of the instructions startled this homemade ice 
cream lover. After turning the crank until the mixture 
is well frozen the ice cream maker should pack the 
freezer well with newspapers and/or heavy cloth and 
let it sit for a couple of hours until the ice cream 
“ripens”! The person with those instructions clearly 
did not grow up in a family with six ice cream loving 
children, friendly, visiting neighbors and multiple rel- 
atives in the area!!!!

It is frightening when celebrating the 4th of July with 
the American flag becomes too political for big busi- 
ness to continue.

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Alabama AG announces Court of 
Criminal Appeals upholds Coffee 
County (Enterprise) murder conviction 


Attorney General Steve 
Marshall announced  re- 
cently the Alabama Court of 
Criminal Appeals 
affirmed the murder convic- 
tion of Malcom Hunter. 

Hunter, age 31, of Enter- 
prise, Ala., was convicted in 
Coffee County — Circuit 
Court in May 2018 for the 
murder of Ayanna Nneka 
Smith. 

On January 21, 2017, 
Ayanna Smith disappeared 
from her home in Enter- 
prise. She was last seen in 
the company of her boy- 
friend, Hunter. Witnesses 
heard a gunshot in the park- 
ing lot of the apartments, 
and Ayanna Smith was 
never seen again. One asso- 
ciate of Hunter’s — Alec 
Musso — testified at 
Hunter’s trial that Hunter 
came to Musso’s house on 
the date of Ayana Smith's 
disappearance with what ap- 
peared to be the lifeless 
body of a woman in his car. 


Another associate of 
Hunter’s — Frank Miller — 
testified that Hunter came to 


his house on the day of 


_ Criminal Appeals 


Ayana Smith’s disappear- 
ance and asked Miller to 
dispose of a handgun. 

Coffee County District 
Attorney Tom Anderson’s 
office prosecuted this case 
and obtained a guilty ver- 
dict. Hunter was sentenced 
as a habitual offender to life 
imprisonment without the 
possibility of parole. 

The Attorney General’s 
Divi- 
sion handled the case during 
the appeals process, arguing 
for the Alabama Court of 
Criminal Appeals to affirm 
the conviction. The Court 
did so in a decision issued 
Friday, June 28. Though 
Smith’s body was never 
found, the Court of Criminal 
Appeals stated that that the 
extensive circumstantial ev- 
idence presented at trial 
“was sufficient to support 
the jury’s verdict that 
Hunter murdered Smith . . 


Attorney General Mar- 
shall commended Assistant 
Attorney General Stephen 
Dodd for his successful 
work on this case.

Mr. Jimmy Baker, a Cof- 
fee County native and Troy 
University Alumnus of the 
Year (2018), was appointed 
to lead the Alabama Com- 
munity College System in 
March 2017, after having 
served as acting chancellor 
since August 2016. He had 
joined the system as govern- 
mental affairs consultant. 

A lifelong educator, 
Baker was a history and so- 
cial studies teacher, coached 
high school football and 
basketball at Daleville High 
School, and served as assis- 


tant superintendent and su- 
perintendent of Daleville 
Board of Education. He 
went on to serve as Coffee 
County’s superintendent of 
education. In 1979, he was 
appointed assistant state su- 
perintendent of education 
for finance and served in 
that role for four years. 

After serving as president 
of an investment banking 
firm, Baker managed the 
gubernatorial campaign of 
former Gov. Fob James and 
was named state finance di- 
rector. 

A graduate of New 
Brockton High School, he 
completed undergraduate 
studies in business admin- 
istration at TROY and 
eared a graduate degree in 
economics and education 
administration, and an edu- 
cational specialist degree 
from Auburn University, 
where he was also certified 
in school administration. 
He served six years in the 
U.S. Army Reserves. He 
wife, Joy, is a retired 
teacher and the couple has 
two daughters and four 
grandchildren.

homecoming. 

“Once again, it’s a labor 
of love...or whatever you 
want to call it,” he said. 

Despite all the work that 
Holderfield puts into this 
hobby, it remains only that: 
a hobby. Outside of it, he 
works as a radio engineer at 
two radio stations, one in 
Enterprise and one in Do- 
than. He’ said he thought 
about doing fireworks as a 
profession but decided that 
might ruin the fun of it. 

“Thinking back, it would 
have been a pretty cool 
thing to do, but it’s not al- 
ways as cool because then 
you get into a whole lot of 
expenses and certifications 


and government overreach,” 
he said. 
However, Holderfield 


does take care to follow 
safety regulations as if he 
were a licensed profes- 
sional. This includes keep- 
ing crowds at least 150 feet 
away from where he is 
shooting and keeping him- 
self at least 75 feet from it. 

Last year, Elba’s 
Chamber of Commerce 
showed its appreciation for 
Holderfield by giving him 
the Spirit of Elba award. 

“It surprised me,” Hold- 
erfield said. “I didn’t even 
know it was coming.

Even if Holderfield didn’t 
use a wheelchair, the 
amount of work required to 
put together a fireworks 
show is much more elabo- 
rate and intricate than most 
viewers probably recognize. 

According to Holderfield, 
a 12 to 14- minute show, 
like the one at last week’s 
Let Freedom Ring celebra- 
tion, takes a full three days 
or nights to plan. That in- 
cludes choreographing the 
show and preparing each 
cake, the term for a group of 
fireworks, individually. 

“Three-quarters of the 
show this year was totally 
new stuff,” he said. “So, I 
had to put together a whole 
new shoot list. I couldn’t 
just go back and pull up the 
old Excel sheet.” 

Regardless of the work- 
load, Holderfield continues 
to put on shows for his 
family, friends and neigh- 
bors. 

“This is the way that I can 
do something to bring some 
joy and happiness to 
people,” he said. “The big- 
gest thing is to see the show 
go off like you’ve planned,

Elba High one of only 99 schools statewide 
to earn AHSAA 2019 ‘Sportsmanship’ status 


The Alabama High School Athletic Association has an- 
nounced that a total of 99 member schools will be named 
‘AHSAA Sportsmanship’ schools for the 2018-2019 school 
year, with Elba High School being the only school in Cof- 
fee County to complete the school year free of ejections of 
players and coaches, and no more than one non-sportsman- 
ship fine. 

“We are extremely pleased to recognize 99 high schools 
for this noted accomplishment,” said AHSAA Executive 
Director Steve Savarese. “Our total fines were down 4.1 
percent from the previous year, and we thank all our 
schools for their commitment to teaching good sportsman- 
ship and upholding the regulations and by-laws created by 
our member schools.” 

Following are Fines and Ejection Data for the 2018-2019 


| school year: 


School Player and Coach Ejections 

A total of 99 high schools went through the entire 2018- 
2019 school year without an ejection in any sport and had 
no more than one non-sport related fine. 258 of the 
AHSAA’s 416 high schools were cited for a contest ejection 
by a coach or student-athlete, and of the 258 schools, 101 
had just one ejection for the year and 17 of those schools 
had the lone ejection assessed to a coach. Football was the 
sport cited for the most ejections (299) by 144 schools, and 
of the 299 ejections, there were only seven by coaches, with 
292 by student-athletes. Boys and girls basketball resulted 
in 105 total ejections, with 84 assessed to student-athletes 
and 21 to coaches. Other ejections occurred in boys and 
girls soccer (92), baseball (85), softball (19), wrestling (14), 
cross-country (2), outdoor track (1) and volleyball (1). 

Area schools that were fined for ejections included An- 
dalusia, one student in football and baseball; Ariton, one 
coach in basketball; Brantley, one student in basketball; 
Carroll, two students in baseball; Charles Henderson, two 
students in baseball and two students in softball; Cotton- 
wood, two students in football, two students in basketball 
and two students in baseball; Daleville, two students in 
football; Dothan, three students in football; Enterprise, one 
coach in basketball and three students in football; Florala,

A total of 26 of the AHSAA’s 414 high schools were 
cited for unsportsmanlike incident violations that resulted 
in school fines. Football was the sport most cited with 11 
in more than 4.000 regular season and playoff games, fol- 
lowed by basketball with 5, soccer with 4, baseball with 2, 
and cross country with one. Three did not list a sport. 

The only area school to be cited and fined was Houston 
Academy, which was fined $250 for an incident in soccer.

A total of 75 schools were fined for 104 violations for 
failure to take a rules test. Head coaches at the highest level 
of each school’s sports offered are required to complete a 
rules test for that sport each year. Coaches had the oppor- 
tunity to complete the rules test clinic style at the AHSAA 
Summer Conference or online. Classes 1A and 4A had the 
most fines for failure to take the test with 21 each, with soft- 
ball (19) and basketball (17) leading among individual 
sports. 

Area schools that were fined for rules test violations in- 
cluded Andalusia, boys track and girls track; Eufaula, foot- 
ball; Kinston, softball; G.W. Long, boys and girls 
basketball; and Pleasant Home, track. 


School Audit Fines 

A total of 79 high schools were cited by the AHSAA 
School Audit Team with a total of 84 non-sportsmanlike re- 
lated clerical fines, with only two schools having more than 
one school audit fine. 

Area schools that paid a $250 fine were Ariton, Carroll, 
Dale County, Dothan, Goshen, Samson, Slocomb and Zion 
Chapel. 


By-Law Violations - 

A total of 82 schools and 13 middle/junior high schools 
were cited by the AHSAA for violating an AHSAA by-law. 
33 violations were cited for schools failing to complete 
championship play. This violation usually resulted in a team 
failing to field a team in a sport that it had declared it would 
participate in. 8 fines concerned student eligibility rules and 
6 were for violations of the Enroliment Rule, Failure to 
Complete a Contest Rule and the Outside Participation 
Rule. Five were for Sunday Play violations and four for 
Transfer Rule violations.
